PROPER PUNISEMENTS.

Two cases have been determined by the
general court martial which possessa national
interest. William T. Smithson, s banker of
Washington, and John K. Stetler, a merchant
of Philadelphia, have been tried for serious of-
fences against the Government, and sentenced
to five years, imprisonment in the Albany
Penitentiary. Mr. Smithson and Mr. Stetler
ezch belong to a representative clasd§ and
their punishment will produce good resulls.
The former wag found guilty of holding treas-
onable correspondencs with the rebels— the
latter accepted a contract for furnishing the
army with coffee, and gave instead an adulter-
ated mrticle. The offence of Mr. Smithson
was particularly beinons. There is a class of
men living under the protection ol the Gen-
sral Government who take pride in boasting

of their disloyalty ; rejoicing over every dé-
feat, and weeplng JOver every victory. In
Washington city this elass is particalarly

large. Befors the war broke out there were
certain citizens of that metropolis who deem-
ed it fushionable to be Southern i their ideas,
and to sneer at vverything Northern.

attained by any of the European nations.  And
yet no nations have been called upon to en-
dure tiercer or more prolonged wars, domes-
loreign, than they. Thbe effeet has
been, unquestionably, to incor an enormous
national indebtedness : but aeither their wars
vor their indebtedness bave had the offect to
destroy their elasticny, nor to cheek thy pro-
gress of their generel prosperity.  The resalt |
wonld have been different, probably, if these
nutions Lad been falling into decay, instead of
being, as they really were, ina state of de-
velopment ; and in this respect their case re-
sembles our own, with enormons advantages in
our favor. These wations, while undergo-
ing the trials 01 war, were oppressed by the
evils of an immense exodus of neir people,
caused by the density of their population,
the impossibility to provide vecupation lor
them, the low price of labor, and the scare-
ity of territory. Compared with our own
counliry, they possessed slight room for fa-
ture development ; they were settied in ev.
| ery part, snd no vast terriory lay invitingly

open to encourage enterprise and settlement.
Their great probiem bas ever been what to do
" with their surplas population, which, In irs
turn, has sought new flelds for adventure and
self-support in countries like our own, where
au Hlimitable territory waits to be developed,
and where incalcuiable resonrces invite indos-
try and energy. The encouragement to be
derived from these facts and comparisons of
circnmstances is very great, aud to the mind
of any dispassionate reasoner is conclusive
that the course of this great country is on-
ward and upward, and that its credit will live
Gnimipaired to the end.”’
